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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 
The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth In this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disctosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

1 . Claims 1-2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Clarke et al. (U.S. Patent No. 5,667,1 13) in view of Bryant (U.S. Patent No. 4,856,299). 

Clarke et al. teach a fuel distributing apparatus comprises a fuel dispensing 
nozzle (134). Clarke et al. failed to teach a static absorbing material formed in a 
manner to conform to the shape of the handle of the fuel dispensing nozzle. Bryant 
teaches a knitted fabric having improved electrical charge dissipation (static absorbing, 
antistatic material), absorption and stain resistance (abstract) (see entire patent). It 
would have been obvious to one skilled artisan in the art at the time of the invention was 
made to have a knitted fabric having improved electrical charge dissipation (static 
absorbing, antistatic material), absorption and stain resistance conformed to the shape 
of the handle to eliminate static electricity. 

2. Claims 3-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over both 
Clarke etal. and Bryant and further in view of Slusher (U.S. Patent No. 6,725,590). 

Clarke et al. and Bryant have all the features of the invention but both failed to 
teach an adhesive strip. Slusher teaches an adhesive strip and/or two-sided adhesive 
strip (28. 34, 36, 30a and 32a) (see Fig. 9). It would have been obvious to one skilled 
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artisan in the art to liave an adiiesive strip and/or two-sided adhesive strip to form the 
l<nitted fabric to a semicircular tube to fit onto the handle of the fuel dispensing nozzle.
